MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 

REFERENCE: The L«ttsr to Mr. Bundy on the KiUian Board 
Re commendations

1. On page Z I have great difCiculty in rationalising in my 
own mind just how "intelligence information" can be defined. You 
will note that the Rillian Board would be even more general and 
require these memoranda from any agency "handling classified 
material. " You limit it to those agencies possessing "intelligence 
information. " ! still don't know how to distinguish inteUigence 
information from other information — at leaet the area would be 
so murky as to bo murky. Furthermore, your letter proposes 
that a memorandum be prepared vixen an employee discusses 
"classified data" with press representatives. If the data Is truly 
classified, press rspresentatives should not have access to it and 
the person discussing such data with the prose would be violating 
every security regulation in existence. Obviously then, if this is 
so, would be asking him to report his own security violations. 
This somehow just doesn't seem to make sense to me. 


2. I can do no j^rticuiar violence to pages 3 and 4 as to 
recommendation "ixxragraph 6, " although intelligence information 
is no good xuiless it is made available to tiie people who must base 
their planning and jxxdgments on such information. X am right now 
considering an oral requirement from Ray Cline to open TKH 
clearances to a considerably larger number of his people so that 


the information available from TKH sources can be better put to use 
in the intelligence community. 1 say imain that your leaks do not 
occur from the workers and the drones -- the type of leak Hanson 
Baldwin crsates comes only from tixc queens. When the PresidexU; 
sees the numbers of people having TKH clearances, he will probably 
have a Utter of barbed wire -- I therefore suggest that you add a 
pixagraph indicating that tiis vast majority of these clearances are 
for people who are actually engaged in the analysis of the raw product 
and in estimating pr ocsduree. You might also poiz4 out that this 
list does not include I I clearances nor those in 


industry and In advisory capacities. 
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3. I hav« grave doubts about your proposals under recoiranenda- 
tion "paragraph 8" starting on page 5. It is my opinion that security 
regulations, security investigations, and the protection of classified 
infomustion wotdd be a command responsibility based on broad guide • 
lines estaMished by you as the Director of Central Intelligence. I 
would hesitate to endorse a special group of investigators operating 
directly under you with any of your hats on, since it would tend to 
fragment responsibility inhersnt in command, would relievs the other 
department heads of their command responsibilities for enforcsxnent 
of security reguletlons, etc. I would prefer to see greater emphasis 
and greater commimity co<^eration placed on our existing facilities 

of die USIB, augmented as may be necessary to give foU-time and 
perhaps more technical s^ention to the problem. 

4. As to recommendation "paragraph 9" on page 7, this would 
require the establishment of either a central clearing house for aU 
Congressional appearances, or else a determination by the President 
that only a single source will provide intelligence Information to the 
Congress.

1. On page 2 I have great difficulty in rationaliaing in my 
oem mind juet Iww *'iatelllgence information” can be defined. You 
will note that tibie Killian Board would be even more general and 
require these memoranda from any agency ”hasdling claesified 
material. ” You limit it to those agencies possessing ’'intelligence 
information. " X still don't know how to distinguish Intelligence 
information from other information •• at least the area would be 
so murky ae bo be murky. Furthermore« your le^er proposes 
that a memoraiuium be prepared when an employee diecuesea 
"classified dida” with ptmam represeatatlvee. 1C the data is truly 
classified, press rep re s e ntati ve s should not have access to it and 
the person discussing such data with the press would be violating 
every security regulation in existence. Obviously then, if this is 
eo« you would be asking him to r«^rt his own security id.olatiofiS. 
This somehow just 4^sat seem to make seuse to me. 

2. X can do no particular violai&ce to pagee 3 and 4 as to 
recommendation ’’paragraph 6, " although intelligence information 
is no good unless it is made available to the people who must base 
their planning and |udfme^a on such information. 1 am rigM now 
coneiderlng an oral requirement from Ray Cline to open TKH 
clearuices to a eonslderabiy larger nnmher of his people so that 
the information available from TKH eourcee can be better put to use 
in the intelligence community, I say again that your leaks do not 
occur from the worksrs and the drones -> the type of leak Hanson 
Baldwin crei^s comes ^y from the queens. When President 
tees the numbers of peo^e having TKH dearanees. he will probably 
have a litter of Iwrbed edre — I therefore suggest that you add a 
patcagrai^ indicatiag the vast minority of ^se clearances are 
for people who are actudly engaged in analysis of the raw product 
and in estimating pr ocedures.

4. As to recommendation "paragraph 9” on page 7, this would 
require the estsbUshment of either a central clearing house for all 
Congressional appearances, or else a determination by the President
